Scarlet  Fever  1 Poliomyelitis  1 Diphtheria 

The  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  and  Diphtheria  were 
admitted  to  the  West  Wales  Isolation  Hospital,  Tumble,  for 
treatment.  The  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  a child . 
normally  resident  outside  the  Borough,  who  had  not  been 
immunised,  and  was  diagnosed  after  admission  to  Tenby  Cottage 
Hospital. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


One  case  of  respiratory  Tuberculosis  was  notified  and 
admitted  to  hospital  during  the  year.  A second  case,  notified 
previously,  was  also  admitted  to  Hospital. 

There  was  one  death  due  to  respiratory  Tuberculosis.

VACCINATION 

Free  vaccination  against  Smallpo::  is  offered  to  all 
babies,  and  any  other  persons  for  whom  it  may  be  advisable. 
This  is  carried  out  by  the  local  doctors,  who  are  paid  by 
the  County  Council  for  notification  of  either  successful 
vaccination  or  failure  after  the  second  attempt.  Records 
were  received  of  6 primary  and  4 secondary  vaccinations 
during  the  year. 

IMH  UN  I S AT;  I OH 

This  is  also  carried  out  by  the  local  practitioners, 
who  are  paid  by  the  County  Council  on  receipt  by  your  Medical 
Officer  of  the  record  cards.  Records  for  immunisation  for 
only  7 children  under  the  age  of  5 years  were  received, 
although  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  a far  greater 
number  have  in  fact  been  immunised.  Re-inforcing  injections 
were  given  to  38  children  of  school  age.

WATER 


The  whole  of  the  Borough,  with  the  exception  of  a few 
out-lying  areas,  has  a mains  supply.  There  are  no  stand- 
pipes. The  number  of  houses  supplied  direct  from  the  mains 

is  1 ,290.

DRAINAGE  ALP  SEWERAGE 
Western  Outfall 

Work  was  continued  during  the  year  on  the  work  of 
repair  to  the  Western  Outfall  sewer.  A new  method  of 
driving  the  piles  was  tried  out  (with  greater  success  than 
any  previous  methods),  utilising  a compressed  air  jet  for 
excavating  in  sand.  While  work  was  suspended  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  3rear  on  the  authority  of  the  Consulting 
Engineers,  it  was  hoped  that  the  progress  made  during  the 
year  would  foretell  the  completion  of  this  scheme  in  the  very 
near  future. 


The  Green 

Complaints  of  flooding  were  still  being  received  in  the 
Green  area,  especially  during  periods  of  intensive  rainfall. 
Investigation  has  shown,  that  the  situation  in  this  area  is 
aggravated  by  the  acceptance  of  a considerable  sized  stream 
in  the  public  sewer  which  becomes  a raging  torrent  after 
any  appreciable  rainfall.  Complaints  regarding  smell  nuisance 
have  been  received  and  investigations  have  been  made  into  th._ 
causes  of  these  complaints.  The  causes  appear  to  be  manifold, 
including  the  present  high  content  of  gas  works  liquor 
discharged  from  Tenby  Gas  Works,  and  the  ineffective  road 
gullies  in  the  area,  which  gullies  have  no  effective  water 
seal  and  therefore  act  as  ventilators,  especially  when  the 
penstock  is  closed  on  the  seaward  end  of  the  tank  sewer. 

A further  suggestion  has  been  made  to  increase  the  ventilation 
on  the  tank  sewer. 

Beaches 

Isolated  complaints  of  fouling  of  the  beaches  were 
received  from  visitors.  While  thorough  inspection  of  the 
beaches  during  the  season  was  carried  out,  no  visible 
evidence  of  sewage  contamination  was  seen.  On  one  occasion 
a brownish  slimy  deposit  was  found  on  portions  of  the  south 
beach,  but  on  analysing  a sample  it  was  reported  that  the 
deposit  showed  no  evidence  of  sevage  contamination. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  'refuse  collection  vehicle  has  operated  satisf actorily. 
Refuse  is  tipped  at  Aarsh  Road,  at  which  there  is  some  degree 

of  control.

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HOUSING 


No  new  Council  houses  were  completed  during  the  year, 
due  to  the  failure  of  the  Contractor.  It  was  decided  that 
the  completion  of  the  contract  should  he  carried  out  by 
direct  labour  under  the  supervision  of  the  Borough  Surveyor. 

I1  OOP 

No  routine  inspection  of  cafes,  shops  and  other  premises 
handling  food,  was  carried  out  until  the  additional  Sanitary 
Inspector  was  appointed  in  November.

3 Licences  permitting  the  use  of  Caravan  Sites  were 
issued  for  the  months  of  April  to  September,  1952. 

On  two  sites  considerable  improvements  have  been  carried 
out  in  the  provision  of  permanent  water  supplies,  water  closets 
and  adequate  drainage  facilities,  and  means  of  storage  and 
disposal  of  refuse.  Further  improvements  are  anticipated 
for  1953.  One  water  sample  was  taken  from  a tap  supplied  from 
a shallow  well  on  the  site,  the  Analyst’s  .Report  stating  that 
the  supply  was  pure  and  fit  for  human  consumption. 

Copies  of  the  Conditions  of  Licence  and  of  the  new 
Model  Rules  for  Campers  were  issued  with  the  licences.  These 
conditions  and  rules  are  to  be  enforced  as  from  April,  1953.
